YT7  H ERE  AS  it  is  expedient  to  amend  the  “Rich-

of  Jlichniond  to  liaise  by  Way  of  Loan  the  Sum  of 

Forty  Thousand  Dollars  ($40,000)  for  the  Vnr- 

poses  Therein  Set  Forth. 

W HEREAS  the  present  indebtedness  of  the  Munici- 
V J pality  of  Richmond  is  $30,000,  as  authorized  by 
the  “ Richmond  Municipal  By-Law,  1888;” 

And  whereas  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  said 
Municipality  of  Richmond  has  resolved  to  raise  by 
way  of  loan  the  further  sum  of  $40,000,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  constructing  and  repairing  roads  as  follows, 
that  is  to  say  : — 

1.  The  road  on  the  north  side  of  Sea  Island,  extend- 
ing westward  from  the  bridge  to  the  north-east  corner 
of  Section  16,  B.  5 N. , R.  7 W. 

2.  The  road  from  the  bridge  south,  on  Sea  Island,  to 
Road  13  ; thence  westward  to  the  north-east  corner  of 
Section  28,  B 5 N.,  R.  7 W. 

3.  The  road  on  the  north  side  of  Lulu  Island,  begin- 
ning at  Road  No.  6 ; thence  extending  westward  on 
the  road  known  as  Road  No.  17,  along  the  river  until 
it  reaches  Section  3,  B.  4 N. , R.  7 W. 

4.  Road  No.  9,  commencing  at  or  near  its  eastern 
extremity,  and  running  westward  until  it  reaches 
Road  No.  1 ; thence  continuing  westward  on  Road  No. 
9 to  Fourth  Avenue  ; thence  extending  along  Fourth 
Avenue  to  Moncton  Street ; thence  along  Moncton 
Street  to  Second  Avenue,  and  thence  to  the  wharf, 
Steveston  Townsite. 

5.  Road  No.  3,  running  north  from  Road  No.  9 to 
the  North  Arm  of  the  Fraser  River,  near  the  Town 
Hall,  to  intersect  Road  No.  17. 

6.  The  sum  of  $10,000  for  the  purpose  of  construct- 
ing roads  east  of  Road  No.  6,  in  such  a way  as  to  con- 
nect with  road  now  under  construction  from  the  New 
Westminster  and  Lulu  Island  Bridge,  leading  west- 
ward to  Richmond  Municipality. 

And  whereas  it  will  require  the  sum  of  $2,800  to  be 
raised  annually  by  special  rate  for  the  purpose  of  pay- 
ing the  said  debt  and  interest,  as  hereinafter  men- 
tioned ; 

And  whereas  the  amount  of  the  whole  rateable

And  whereas  for  the  paying  of  the  interest  and 
creating  an  equal  yearly  sinking  fund  for  paying  the 
said  principal  sum  of  $40,000  and  interest  thereon,  as 
hereinafter  mentioned,  it  will  require  an  equal  annual 
special  rate  of  two  and  one-fifth  (2  1/5)  mills  in  the 
dollar ; 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Reeve  and  Council  of 
the  Municipality  of  Richmond  in  Council  assembled : — 

1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Reeve  and  Clerk 
of  the  Municipal  Council  of  said  Municipality  of 
Richmond  to  raise  by  way  of  loan  from  any  person  or 
persons,  body  or  bodies  corporate,  who  may  be  willing 
to  advance  the  same  upon  the  credit  of  the  debentures 
hereinafter  mentioned,  a sum  of  money  not  exceeding 
in  the  whole  the  sum  of  $40,000,  and  cause  the  same 
to  be  placed  in  the  Bank  of  British  North  America, 
Vancouver,  to  the  credit  of  said  Municipality  for  the 
purpose  and  with  the  objects  above  recited. 

2.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  Reeve  and  Clerk 
to  cause  any  number  of  debentures  to  be  made  for  such 
sums  of  money  as  may  be  required,  not  less  than  $100 
each,  or  an  equivalent  expressed  in  pounds  sterling  of 
the  United  Kingdom  cf  Great  Britain,  at  a value  of 
$4.80§  to  the  pound  sterling,  and  that  the  said 
debentures  shall  be  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the  Corpo- 
ration, and  be  signed  by  the  said  Reeve  and  Clerk.

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  provide  for  the 
ordinary  expenses  of  the  Municipality  for  the 
current  year,  as  hereinafter  provided  ; 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Reeve  and  Council  of 
the  Municipality  of  Richmond  as  follows  : — 

1.  The  “Richmond  Revenue  By-Law,  1890,”  is 
hereby  repealed,  provided  such  repeal  shall  not  affect 
the  right  of  the  Corporation  to  recover  any  or  all 
delinquent  taxes  due  under  the  provisions  of  said  by- 
law. 

2.  From  and  after  the  passing  of  this  by-law  the 
general  municipal  revenue  of  the  Corporation  shall  be 
raised,  levied  and  collected  for  the  use  of  the  Corpo- 
ration from  such  sources  as  arc  hereinafter  provided.
